Captain A. M. Crow of Ada, appeared 
in the Galveston, Tribune just after 
the close of the recent reunion of 
Confederate veterans at Houston. 
“A touch of picturesqueness was 
added to the regular weekly meeting 
of the city commissioners yesterday 
afternoon in the person of A. M. 
Crow’, commander of W. L. Byrd 
Camp No. 1545, United Confederate 
Veterans, who attended the meeting 
in his historic gray uniform as the 
guest of Mayor H. O. Sappington. 
The old Southern warrior is a resi­ 
dent of Ada, Okla., !>ut was a Texan 
for many years. 
He ran down to 
Galveston yesterday from Houston, 
where the reunion is in session. 
“I started to Galveston in ’66,” 
said Mr. Crow, “and got as far as 
the mainland side of the bay when 
I decided to turn back, as there 
were too many ‘blue coats’ here then 
for me. The Yanks were in control 
of this city then, and I didn’t feel 
any too friendly to them at that 
time, as I was carrying the marks 
of five wounds received at their j 
hands during my four years of cam­ 
paigning.” 
• , 
Mr. Crow w^s living in Georgia J 
when the war broke out and though 
scarcely more than a schoolboy, en­ 
listed in the Macon Light Artillery 
Corps. He served under the “stars 
and bars” for the duration of the I 
war, taking part in many major 
and 
minor engagements. 
He was I 
made adjutant to Major John C. 
Haskel, a nephew’ of the famous 
Wade Hampton of South Carolina. 
“Major Haskell was the* bravest 
man under fire I ever saw,” declar­ 
ed Mr. Crow, continuing his re­ 
miniscences. 
“I was fighting at his side in the 
engagement at Seven Pines before 
Richmond when he received three 
bullets in his right arm in four 
hours. He was a great soldier. I was 
in the scrap at Yellow Tavern with 
Job Stuart’s boys, and I saw Stuart 
when he was shot from hi3 horse.’* 
“I fought through the war until I I 
laid dow’n my arms at Appomattox, j 


I was an eye witness of the surrend­ 
er of the Southern armies and saw 
Grant and Lee together. With twen­ 
ty-two others I escaped and ran away 
at the surrender, but we gave our­ 
selves up a few days later at a near­ 
by town. Yes, sir,-right here in my 
arm is a||p&ce of Yankee lead that 
has been Jthere more than 
fifty 
years,” concluded the survivor of the 
old South.
